A Genial of this report was officially made at 
the delegation, Dnt it related merely to the 
statement that he would not return to this 
country. It may have been misleading, Dut 
there was absolutely no official dental of the 
report t he had been recalied.

ADULTERATION. 


Impare Feed and Dregs Discussed in 
the Agricalteral Department. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The question of 
adulteration of food and drugs in this coun- 
try is discussed in detall in the report of 
Special Agent Alex. J. Wedderbum of the 
Agricultural Department. After referring to 
the fact that the public ideas of adulteration 
of food are in many cases Very much exag- 
gerated, the report says: 

„de attention of forelgners has been 
drawn tothe fact that greater or less adul- 


teration exists among us. 46 a result, for- 
eign competitors of our manefacturers of 
food products have used the fact to their 
own advantage. 

America to-day occupies the unenviabie 
position of being one of the very few coun- 

tries that fall to require Dy 1awthe proper 
branding of their manufactured food and 
drugs. Whether such requirements would 
accomplish the desired result is @nknown, 
but the evil would be mitigated by whole- 

some legislation. This belief is sustained by 
the results of the food lass of England and 
other foreign countries, as well as of the 

various States. The concurrent testimony 
of state officials charged withthe enforce- 

ment of State and locallaws isthat ana- 
tional law is necessary to secure proper 
enforcement of state laws. 

»In be true that it is impossible for any 

State to fully execute its iaws, no matter 
how stringnt, so long as the original pack 
age deciston stands as lav. then the need of 
a federal law is imperative. The effort to 
parse the country of this crime is doing 
good and aids in keeping down the adulter- 

ation of the products we consume, but each 
year brings to light new articles in which a 
method to improve the profit if not their 
quality has been found. That almost every 
article of food and drug used in our country 
is adalterated is proved most conclusively 
by a Vast amount of information gathered by 
the department. The extent of the prac- 
tice is as broad as the continent, 
but their character injures the pocket 
rather than the health. The general ehar- 
acter of food adulterations is principally 
commercial fraud, andthe extent of crim- 
inal or polsonous adulteration in food is so 

limited as to amount to bute bagatelle in 
the immense sum of products consumed. 4 
large proportios of poisonous adulterations 
arises from carelessness and ignorance. But 
ignorance is no excuse for the wholesale 
destruction of life by the addition of poison- 

ous pigments to many articies of food, and 
especially confectionery, cream and like 
articles. It has deen proven that aduitera- 
tion is general and increasing and that no 
kind of food, in the sugars or liquors, ts free 
from the Anishing touches of tne manipu- 
lators. Whether the intent be criminal ang 
vicious or simply fraudulent, the result is 
the people will continue to 
suffer until the strong hand of the Federal 
law steps into supplement and support the 
action of the States. 

The extentof adulteration is fully 15 per 
cent, of which 2 per cent is of a character in- 
jurious to health, But to farnish 65,000,000 
people with food, ‘drink and drugs cost not 
less than $6, 76), 000, 000, and it is tound that 
the amount of adulteration reaches the im- 
mense sum of $1,014,000,000 annually. As at 
best 2 per cent of the ‘whole is deleterious to 
health, $135,200,000 constitutes the annual 
amount paid by American people for sacri- 
fce oftheir lives or injury of their health. 
As there exists no more serious or exhaus- 
tive drain upop the resources of the 
people than the adulteration of their 
food gand drug products, the Federal 
Government should enact a law to prevent 
the transportation of misbrunded, poison- 
ous or deleterious food and drugs from one 
State to another, not interfering with the 
police powers of the States. This being done, 
the various State laws would me 
effective and by systematic effort on the part 
of officials or honest dealers and manufac- 
turers adulterations would be reduced to a 
minimum and millions of dollars saved an- 
nually tothe country. The cost of execution 
of such a law would be moderate aud should 
be borne by the manufacturers of food and 
one Bs e

Look for a moment at two pictures of this 
nineteenth century social system. 

Look at the homes of the wealthy, those 
magnificent palaces whose costly furnishings 
would put thousands of needy men and 
women in comfortable circumstances. Look 
atthe dinner parties of these sons and 
daughters of wealth, asingle course of which 
would feed hundreds of starving ones to 
whom a full meal of bread washed down by 
water iu a luxury. Look upon these votaries 
cf fashion as they spend their days devising 
new means ofselfish enjoyment—theaters, 
balls, concerts, yachting, rushing from one 
partoftne globe to another in their mad 
search for gayety and pleasure. And then 
turn a moment and look at those who pro- 
duce the wealth that pays for these exces- 
sive, unnatural enjoyments. 

THE OTHER PICTURE. 

Look at them herded together in dark, 
damp cellars, where they never get a breath 
of fresh air, clothed in rags, carrying their 
loads of misery from the cradle to the grave, 


their children running around the streets, 
naked, starved, without anyone to give them 
a loving word or tender care, growing up in 
ignorance ana superstition, cursing the day 
of their birth. 

Look at these two startling contrasts, you 
moralists and philanthropists, and tell me 
who isto be Dlamed for it! Those who are 
driven to prostitution, whether legal or oth- 
erwise, or those who drive their victims to 
such demoralization? 

The cause lies not in prostitution, but in 
society itself; in the system of inequality of 
private property and in the State and 
church; in the system of legalized theft, mur- 
der and violation of the honor of innocent 
women and helpless children. 

THE CURE FOR THE EVIL. 

Not until this monster is destroyed will we 
getridof this disease which exists in the 
Senate and all public oMees; in the houses of 
the rich as well asin the miserable barracks 


of the poor. Mankind must become con. 
scious of their strength and capabilities, they 
must be free to commence a new life, a bet- 
ter and nobler Life. 

Prostitation will never be suppressed by 
the means employed by the Rev. Dr. Park- 
hurst and other reformers. It will exist as 
long as the system exists which breeds it, 

en all of these reformers unite their 
efforts with those who are striving to abolish 
the system which begets crime of every de- 
scription and erect one which is based apon 
perfect equity—a system which guarantees 
every member, man, woman or child, the 
full fruits of their labor and a perfectly equal 
right to enjoy the gifts of nature and to at. 
tain the highest knowledge—woman will be 
self-supporting and independent.

The female portion of 
our race insist on wearing bDusties, false 
hair, and other ‘‘woman’s mas in spite 
of the ridicule that men heap upon them, 
and we men insist on women wearing skirts 
as blindly and usmreasonably as the inese 
law requiring the use of the queue.

sense in wearing such dress as the occupa- 
tion may require.

You ask my opinion of bicycling for 
woman. I must say I am a convert to it. 
Since I came here, three weeks ago, I have 
seen the most modest, correct women of my 
acquaintance riding every day and who ex- 
press themselves as delighted with the gain 
in health and good spite. It is not im- 
modest inthe present dress and does not 
compare with a bathing costume, for which 
ladies are criticised who dress for Neptune. 
We must remember that all dress is conven- 
tional. The East Indian is shocked to see the 
women of America go about without the 
vashmak. The Moors would have been 
shocked to see them at all. The ladies who 
skated in short skirts were severely criti- 
cised many years ago, and the then line of 
medesty was below the boot tops. since the 
cleanly short skirt has saved many lives,why 
should not the bicycle save many more? It 
is not pretty, bot it is fun,’’ sears the con- 
rert. 

It certainly is not pretty,’’ sor do I think 
women have as yet hit upon the best dress 
for it.

The modern 
bicycle made for women is no more immodest 
than a sewing machine, and noone objects 
toa woman sitting at that machine all day 
and all night. 

I think it very dangerous. One young con- 
vert told me she fell seventeen times in one 
bour.
